This action. It was said. will in¬ 
crease the difficulties of smuggling 
bnoxe into Puget Sound, thus pre¬ 
cipitating limited supplied and 
price advances. 

One step in this direction has al¬ 
ready been taken through an order 
in the British Columbia executive 
council In Victoria—new regulation* 
controlling, the sale of liquor from 
licensed warehouses. This rule will 
make it possible to keep ‘track of all 
liquor handled by licensed ware¬ 
houses. 

Added to this monkey-wrench in 

bo<»tlog machinery is the new atti¬ 
tude of co-operation on the part of 
Canadian authorities under Attorney-

The report mean* that the Maud 
virtually ha# begun to travel with the 
ice in the long-heralded perilous at 
tempt tp drift acr<»p( the Polar Basin 
and the North Pole. If accepted the¬ 
ories are correct, the great polar ice 
pack will deliver her to open water on 
the Atlantic sldo five, six or seven 
years hence. £ho will drift Into the 
Atlantic with the Iceberg#. If ac¬ 
cepted throrle# prove incorrect, she 
may join the fleet of “phantom ships" 
that, according to Arctic tradition 
circles eternally about the North 
Pole, held fast in the ice. 

Wrangell Island is In the.samV lat I - 
tude aa Point Barrow, most northerly 
tip of this continent, but lies north of 
Siberia. When the steamship Karluk 
of the Stefa nsson expedition was 
crushed by the Arctic Ice years ago 
her survivors sought refuge on the 
Island. They were rescued the fol¬ 
lowing year by Olaf t* wen son. now 
head of Olaf Swenson A Co. in the 
Reattle-built power schooner King A 
Wlngt 

The Maud reported Ihe* weather 
fine. On the run north from Kotze¬ 
bue Sound, however, she encountered 
several violent storm*. They seemed 
to make po difference to Capt. Oskar 
Wist ing. the Iron master of the ex¬ 
ploration ship. He kept driving the 
power schooner northward. 

The report states that Captain

It consists of a square core"of wood 
with a hole drilled through the cen¬ 
tre lengthwise to receive the shaft. 
The blades are fastened on the sides. 
The propeller Is held securely to th* 
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shaft by means of square piece* of 
tin at each end. iKee B. above.) 

The wire for the propeller shaft 
should be left quite long to allow for 
later determining the position of the 
rear pulley. This should be located 
not more than a quarter of an Inch 
from the edgo of the hull. It Is fast¬ 
ened to the shaft In the same manner 
ns the propeller Is. 

Fit Shaft Securely. 

The end of the shaft away from 
the pulley is held in position by a 


piece of tin one inch square, through 
the- centre of which a hole Is drilled 
Just large enough to permit the shaft 
to revolve freely. This piece of tin 
is fastened With the centre of the 
hole on the upper edge of the pro¬ 
jection of the hull. It will be neces- 
sarv to form a half bearing In this 
part of the hull for the shaft. Per¬ 
mit the shaft to extend beyond the 
tin about an eighth of an inch. 

The hearing on the end near the 
pulley is shown in the small aketch. 
The location of the shaft Is deter¬ 
mined. then a smaller groove is filed 
In the shaft at a point corresponding 
with the outside edge «>f the hull. A 
small collar of tin is slipped over the 
shaft, fitting into the groove, then 
bmddrd to the side of,-the hull. Re¬ 
member in assembling these pieces, 
that the propeller should revolve very 
freely. ... 

^ Tilt Motor Up. 

The location*of the motor should 
next be determined. It will have to 
tilt upward In front enough to allow 
the winding crank to clear the deck 
on the down stroke. Galvanized 
angles are used to bold the motor in 
place, lock the motor up at the re¬ 
quired angle, then bring the angles 
to th**lr proper position before locat¬ 
ing the position of the hole* to be 
drilled. 

The size of the cabin is not shown 
on the drawing, because It can be 
determined when the motor is in 
place. As th«* boat should be aa light 
as possible, be generous with doors 
and windows In the cabin. 

The front pulley Is attached to the 
record stem and is fastened by means 
of a drive fiL The length should be 
Just enough to line up with the rear 
pulley.

The Name America 

“ \ MltniCA" first appeared on the map |of 
* the world drawn by no less an artist 
than Leonardo da Vinci, and Major, the ex¬ 
pert on the science of map drawing, explains 
the circumstances as follows: 

“The first map koown to exist with the 
new world delineated upon it is that drawn 
-by Juan de la Cosa. the pilot of Columbus on 
his second voyage. This map is dated 1500. I 
Juan de la Cosa was with OJeds^nd Vespucci, 
and afterward with Ojeda on hia last and 
ill fated expedition. 

"In May. 150f. just the year after the deafb 
of Columbus, a man named Martin Waldsoe- 
muller wrote a boo^c to which waa appended 
a Latin account of the four voyages of Ves¬ 
pucci.' In this book, published at St. Die in 
Tsorraine. Waldseemuller proposed that the | 
name ‘America’ should be gtren to the new 1 
sorld. In honor of Vespucci, whom he err©- | 
neously supposed was the discoverer of the 
continent. 

“In 1508 the first engraved map containing 
tbe new world appeared in an edition of 
Ptolemy, printed at Rome; but this does not 
bear the name ’America.* But in 1309 this j 
name appears a* if It were already accepted 
ns a well known denomiation in an anony¬ 
mous work entitled ‘Globus Mundi.* published 
at Strasburg. 

“The map of the world of I^eonardo da 
Vinci, presumably -issued in 1514. has the 
name ‘America* across the South American 
continent aa well as the North—thus a Dutch 
au'.hcr and- an Italian arliat contrived, pos¬ 
sibly without malice, to rob Colmpbu* of at 
least some of the fruits, of his courage and 
perseverance."—Detroit N.ews.
